Only two  newly-recaptured 
places were mentioned—Sosino, on 
the Smolénsk front, and Mana- 
khovo, on the Leningrad front. 
(Neither place appears on avail- 
able maps.) 

The situation was summed up 
by the Soviet information bureau 
with a statement that “our troops 
carried ‘out offensive battles 
against the enemy, are continuing 
to advance and have occupied sev- 
eral populated points.”

The dogged stubbornness of Winston Churchill has 
been superb. It earned the admiration of the whole 
anti-Axis world when the unshakable Prime Min- 
ister defied the Nazis to do their worst in Britain’s 
hours of imminent: peril. But on the domestic front, 
Churchill’s celebrated bulldog trait sometimes alarms 
his friends, and actually does the Empire a * 
service. 

The scene in Parliament yesterday was such an 
occasion. Churchill faced his critics for ‘the first 
time since the Dover Strait battle and the fall of 
‘Singapore. He refused to‘budge an inch. He would 
make no changes in his Cabinet, he’said; he tried to 
put a good face on the escape of the Nazi warships 
(though announcing that an inquiry was under way), 
and he declined to discuss Singapore, « - 

With Churchill’s stubbornness is compounded a 
fierce loyalty. Like President Roosevelt, he is ehron- 
ically averse to dismissing a subordinate ‘who comes 
under fire. Several Cabinet members have been 
charged with serious shortcomings, but Churchill 
takes their faults upon his own broad shoulders and 
assumes full responsibility, This ties the hands of 
critics, for people and Parliament. alike consider 
Churchill indispensable to the conduct’ of the war. 
Yet there can be no doubt that a graceful’ yielding 
now and then, occasional compromise rather than 
stubborn resistance, would make Churchill's path |

for Fuel Trial Is ‘Very 
Satisfactory.’ 


The second test of James A. 
Storm's secretly processed coal 
will be held tomorrow at the Uni- 
versity of Illinois, which was se- 
lected yesterday by the special al- 
dermanic committee investigating 
smokeless fuels after efforts to 
have the test at Missouri School 


of Mines failed. 


Michael J. Hart, president of the 
Board of Aldermen, told reporters 
all “controversial points will be 
ironed out before the tests begin.” 
Smoke Commissioner Raymond R. 
Tucker and members of the city’s 
Smoke Elimination Committee 
have criticised the first test, made 
at the University of Iowa, on the 
ground it was “not conclusive.” 

Tucker and James L. Ford Jr. 
chairman of the Smoke Elimina- 
tion Committee, told a reporter 
they thought [Illinois was “very 
satisfactory.” Ford added: “I’m 
giad the fuel is being tested in a 
university of a State so much in- 
terested in the raw coal invélved. 
It shows we are not biased.” 

Storm said that, although he 
had objections to the University of 
Illinois, he would submit samples 
for the test. “I won't be a thorn 
in anyone’s side,” he asserted. 
Storm said he had not decided if 
he would be present for the trials. 

Secrecy of Formula. 

The principal “controversial 
point” to be settled before the tests 
begin is whether Storm’s formula 
should be disclosed to the testers. 
Tucker has maintained this is nec- 
essary in order to ascertain if 
poisonous gases are present and if 
the products used can be obtained 
in sufficient quantities. 

Storm, relying on an opiinon by 
the City Counselor’s office that the 
formula does not have to be dis- 
closed, has refused to divulge it. 

Before the aldermanic commit- 
tee went into the two-hour execu- 
tive session at which the Univer- 
sity of Illinois was selected, Hart 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter that 
the. majority of members felt the 
test at Iowa City had been suffi- 
cient. “We should now give the 
fuel to the people of St. Louis and 
let them be the judge,” he said. 

After the meeting, he said this 
was still the committee’s opinion, 
but “we have to satisfy other peo- 
ple, for instance, Mr. Tucker and 
Mr. Ford.” - 7 

At one point in the session, three 

were sent to ask Tucker 
if he would consent to holding the 
test in Storm’s laboratory.

Tests Open to All.

A witness in Frankie Baker's 
defamation suit admitted today 
that the roots, of the ballad, 
“Frankie and Johnny” might “go 
back into Africa” and that the 
eternal triangle story of the song 
is one of the oldest of human sit- 
uations, but he insisted that the 
twentieth century versions of the 
song “budded and bloomed” after 
Frankie Baker shot and killed AF 
len Britt in St. Louis in 1899. 

He was Nathan B. Young, Negro 
lawyer and amateur researcher 
into St. Louis’ Negro history. To 
date three other Negroes have tes- 
tified that they first heard 
“Frankie and Johnny” on St. Louis 
streets and in Negro clubs after 
the night when Frankie got her 
man, 

Young testified that in the 1890's 
the city was a rich source for bal- 
lad material an dthat Tin Pan Al- 
ley composers came here to hear 
the songs which Negro piano play- 
ers improvised, then returned to 
the East and wrote their own ver- 
sions of the tunes. 

Such a song, for instance, was 
“Tarara-boom-de-ay,” which, Young 
said, was first played at Babe Con- 
nors’ establishment, the place 
which is now rapidly acquiring a 
legend as one of the city’s most 
elaborate bordellos. 

Jim Dooley as Composer. 

Young said his research into 
“Frankie and Johnny” convinced 
him that the words wete written 
by one Jim Dooley, who flourished 
as a writer of lyrics in the 1890s. 
Dooley was one of the “barroom 
bards,” Young said, who collabo- 
rated with piano men in writing 
the topical, gay and ribald songs 


which emanated from the Negro 
quarter, ' — 

Richard Clay, an elderly Negro, 
testified that he knew Frankie 
Baker and Allen Britt in the days 
when they lived on Targee street, 
and said that Al had another girl 
friend named Alice Pryor. 

Many of the versions of “Frankie 
and Johnny” refer to an Alice 


Pry or Alice Fry, which, Frankie : 


Baker’s lawyers contend, is merely 
a corruption of Alice Pryor. — 

Miss Mariah Jones, a cook at 
Homer G. Phillips Hospital, told 
the jury that in the weeks before 
the 1899 shooting she had seen Al- 
len Britt and Alice Pryor together 
at a place called the Lone Star 
Club. Both Al and Alice were 
“very fine waltzers,” she said. She 
added that she had never seen 
Frankie Baker waltz. 

It was about a week after. th 
shooting, she testified, when she 
first Heard a ballet about it. 


No Southerners on Jury. 

The jury which is hearing the 
case is composed of clerks, ac- 
countants and factory employes. 
Frankie’s lawyer, Joseph L. Me- 
Lemore, asked each member of the 
jury panel where he was born and 
struck off by a peremptory chal- 
lenge the only one who came from 
the South. 

He told the jury that Frankie 
had listened to the various ver- 
sions of the song with mixed feel- 
ings, but that when Republic Pic- 
tures’ “Frankie and Johnny” movie 
came along in 1936 she felt the 
limit had been reached. 

Qn hand in the courtroom advis- 
ing defense lawyers was Sigmund 
Spaeth of New York, a writer 
about popular songs and ballads. 
He is expected to be a witness for

Biddle Agrees to Joint Action 
When Ordered by Defense 
Transportation Office. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 18 (AP).— 
Attorney Genera! Biddle an- 
nounced a policy today removing 
the threat of anti-trust prosecu- 
tions from the railroads for co- 
operative action which they might 
take at the direction of the Office 
of Defense Transportation. 

The policy is In line with that 
set out by Justice Jackson, then 
Attorney General, in the spring of 
1941 for general application to in- 


dustry under the Office of Produc- 
tion Management. 

‘ The railroad arrangement was 
disclosed in an exchange of corre- 
spendence between Biddle and Jo- 
seph B, Eastman, defense trans- 
poration director. 

Eastman tokd Biddle that “it is 
inevitable that many, if not most, 
of our projects and plants will ‘re- 
quire some sort of co-operative or 
joint action among carriers, or at 
least mutual understanding of the 
respective parts which individual 
carriers must play in a_i given 
project.” 

It was not expected, he ex- 
plained, that the carriers or their 
associations would. “undertake 
upon their own responsibility any 
joint action which would tend un- 
duly to restrain competition,” but 
that such steps would be taken on 
orders from his office. 

Asking that Biddle’s approval 
“be as broad as you can make it,” 
Eastman said that the policy es- 
tablished under Jackson “may be 
suitable to many of the larger 
projects which we may undertake, 
yet I foresee many other situations 
in which some measure of discre- 
tion must be left to the carriers 
as to how they shall carry out our 
instructions, and in which an indi- 
vidual approval by us of each such 
act might be unduly burdensome 
if not entirely impossible.” 

Biddle replied that maximum 
utilization of transportation facili- 
ties doubtless would require joint 
action involving services, routing 
diversions and embargoes which, if 
accomplised by private contract,

BUT AUTO FATALITIES RISE 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 18 (AP).— 
The general death rate in ‘the 
United States declined last -year, 
but the deaths from automobile 
accidents increased. — 

The United States Public Health 
Service reported today that the 
general death rate during 1941 was 
approximately 50 persons less a 
thousand in the population last 
year as compared with the total 
for 1940. The death rate from au- 
tomobile accidents increased 18 per 
cent and the death rate from acci- 
dents other than those connected 
with automobiles 2 per cent. 

Deaths from tuberculosis, dia- 
betes, cerebral hemorrhage, heart 
disorders, pneumonia and disease 
of the digestive system and kid- 
neys were relatively less numer- 
ous, the summary said.

I have seen patients go into the operating room literally 
scared stiff, when a little casual conversation with them before- 
hand would have eliminated their worry by showing them the 
simple nature of the operation and how little it endangered their 
lives. Lacking such knowledge in advance, they feared death 
itself, even from such a safe operation ag a tonailiectomy.

TOO LONG WE HAVE been operating on gall bladders or 
tonsils, when in reality we should be operating on the patient's 
mind. Relieve him of his erroneous ideas about hospitals or 
surgery, and part of the battle has been won before you touch 
a scalpel. Before an operation, it is customaty to give the pa-/ 
tient morphine and atropine or some other sleep-producing 
drugs. The purpose is partly to quiet the individual prior to his 
being wheeled into the operating room. It would be far better, 
however, to quiet his mind in advance by a clear cut explana- 
tion of just what was going to happen, than to rely so entirely 
on organic therapy. ‘

tains to their bluntness and tendency to belittle or ridicule the 
patient.
